vilhig’i’s with others «luring the sertleruent. 

As in Madrsis, the village is no^ ii sooiotogioal unit, hut merely an area the 
boundaries of which are determuiei-l hy considerations of adiuuibtrativfl convenience, 
ilorcovcr, most of the poi^ple live in separate houses as they do in Kalabar, and 
not in continuous streets. The villages run very simdl, their nvorago iwpidation 
heing only 34& against d23 in the Mmiras i^resideiicj. 

t^f the rui'iil population 41 per cent, live lu villages containmg less than SOO 
fiersons and another oo [ler cent, in those containing lietweenof'Pand 2,0(Jo iidinbiN 
lints. Thus only 4 persons in evniy KH) live in villages which have u population 
of ovei 2^i>0l>. 


The five towns are the |duces in the margin. They were ahown as such 
PiifMjintiun ht'cunse they an* all of them under municipal govern- 
itient, hut the last; throi' are hardly more than villages, 
and in the Madras Presidency they would probahlv*nof 
■■■ be constituiud ” rnions” under the Local Beards 

Act. Eight per cent, of the population live in these 
five places and. the average nuudjur of inhahitaids in each is 4,0'>0. 

12. The population of Merearii was less in 1891 than it was in 1881, and is 

now again less than it was ten years ago. The iinmlier 
of people in Virariijendrapet Inis similarly ilecliiied 
during the decade. The decreases since 1801 are iu 
both civscs due to the falling off in the coffee^growitig industry which has already 
lieeii notiewi and fclie consequent decline in the prosperity of the province which has 
oceuned. The fall in Mercara between 1881 imd 1891 was due to the withdrawal 
of the regiment which used to lx* stntioueil thero.

.Malabar. The modeim tcmlcncT, a.H has fjceti noticeit iu the Alndras rermH, is 
for these large famdies to snb-divide and five separately, and thiit this tendency 
m operating also in Cuorg is shown by the coiitiMinniV decUne in the aveia<*e 
niimlxT of persons living in each fiouso which lias occiirn'd during the last tweutv' 
years.

The official vital statLstios show a lai^ excess of deatlis over births, which 
w'oiild ordinarily mean that the jwipnlation is rapidly declining, hut tlie real expla¬ 
nation of the pKenomenon (Xinsists in the fact tlmt a large number of tijo people are 
male immigrant coffee estate coolies who are eitlier unmarried or luive not brought 
their womenkind with theni, and so do nothing towartis iiuTeasing the hirtli-rato. 
In f’oorg there are I9,00ff more males tlian females or, in other words, only SOI 
feruftios to every ],000 males- Vital statistics thus form an unreliable guide to the 
rate at winch the population is gn>wiag,

These show (’I’nlile II) that between 1871 and 1881 the population of the 
province (which was not nlTecti.’d by the great famine of 1876) increased by o'l* per 
cent.; that in the next decade, which was a pi-oSjXjrouF one, it deelineii by 2'9 per 
oent. ; and that during the last ten yiuirs it Iiii.s ailvuticod by T,’'io2 |ieisoii> or 
per ceuL, the ijicreaEie lieing about eijual m the two sexes. In the adjoining 
British digtriety of South llanara .tin! Malabai‘ the raTes of advance were re.sjwet- 
ivoly 7'4 and 5’6 per ceut., while in Mysore thi' rate was 12'00 per cent. 

These hgiires are at first sight. curioiLS, as in the iiocadeT881-l391 the pspnlatioa 
of every other province iu India rose in numbers, but it will 1)e seen from the 
reiiort on the 1891 census of Ooorg that the fall There was entirely due to the fact 
that while in 1381 the coffee crop was late, and the estate coolies who were picking 
it therefore remained in the proTinee longer than usual and so were included iu the 
census of that year, they ha/l most of them retunieil to their native districts lie fore 
tIio cetiaus of 1891 was taken. Mr, A. Booty, the present Pirst Asaistant Ooui- 
missioner, ififunu-s me that in 1901 the ci-op was a heavy one and that therefore 
the coolios were most of them again on the e.Htatos at the time of the enumeration 
iu That year. This siatemont is supporte<i by^ the liinguage srafistics iu Table X, 
for tlinse show that the number of males who speak Malayiilam and 1’nhi, the 
langinige.s fif the ndjoining BritLsh districts, has increa.Mei1 much faster thau thu 
Tiumber of females who talk them, 'riuis the males wlicso vermicular is Malajilam 
are I!, 194 more numerous Tlutn they were ten years ago while the females have 
increa-swl by only 046, Similarly tlio males who speak Tolu have advanced in 
number by 838 and the females by only 06.

in the whole of Indio. In JSOI the porceutage was uhont* tlie same, lieing 69-4. 
Of the miuiiining 3t»'o jht eant, of the people ns luiiuy ns 2S‘2 per cent, were lioni 
ill ml joining tnirfs, that, is. in Mysore, Miiklnir or South Canain, These nre tbe 
im mi grant eollee estiile coolies, us the proportion of the Hoses among them shows, 
for while 36 per rout, of the males of the province are iinmipralit b only 24 per cent, 
nf the females come froni outside it. 

The rat© of iucreasi; among these iminignints is 4*1 per cimt. and tii© growth 
among the popnluiion which was born in the province was 4'o per cent., which two 
figures are about a pint. Tlie advimce in the jxipulatioii of the province an a whole 
has iitic therefore been greatly affected by the rate of increaae in the immigrants.

Subsidiary table 2 at the cml of this chapter shows the

adhere. Of the 228 EQrcn>eanH as mnuy ns 1 113 belong to thu Anglican comnmnion. 
Of t.he295Enraaiaii3, 173 lire Homnn Catholics awd 90 nrtt members of thc Angllcnn 
Church. Of the 3,1(10 Native Cliiistiniis, on tlie other hand, only pi.v belong to 
this latter detiominntion, while 2,771 , or 88 per cent., are Eoman Catholics and 34(>, 
or another 11 per cent., are Lutherans. Acconiing to the figures, the adherents 
of the Aijglican Church have declined in number from 458 to 250 in the Inst 
ten years, while the Lutherans have increased from 20 to 381. Hut the figure 45S 
includes 352 jiersonH who in 1S91 roturneil themselves as *’Protesuints’* and 
it is not clear that some of the^e were not really Lulhernns. If they were, the 
variations in the oiimbori belonging to the.se two deuominatious are not so 
striking as they appear at first sight. The fact that 1-18 fewer persons thiiii in 1891 
failed to return their sect also vitlate.s comparisons between the figures of tho 
present year aud those of 1301. As the statistics stand, they show' that the Kotnan 
Catholics have increased during the denude by 371, or by 14 per cent,, which is 
between three and four times the rate of increase of the population as a whole.

Snbsidiarv table 2 shows tliat this peculiiirity occurH ^moag Hindus and 
Mtisaluiuii.s but. not among Christian-s, and the inference is that the coolies Wlong 
less to this lust religion than thti other two.

■“ This is again an effect of the prosunee of a number of 
male immigrAiit lalioiirers within its limits. In the 
Atadras Presidency the figure is l,02ff. In 1801 the enmeaponding proportion in 
Coorg WQii 304 (probably because the immigrant population meinded in that census 
was smaller); in 1.S81, 775; and in 1871,732. flubsidiary table 3 at the end of 
this chapter shows that womou are proportionately fewest in the age periods between 
25 iLiiil 50 among the Followtirs of all rotigiona except Christianity, which goes t-o 
uiiiifii'tu the ooncluaion already arrived at that few of the Christians are imintgrani 
labonrern. The table also shows that fenudes are fewer in praportion to males 
among Afusalmans than among the members of any other religion. The reason 
pruhahly is that the Moslems ai-e largely traders who have not hixmght their wives 
with them.

All of 
tlieso hitter are Hiiiiln or Animist castes, and only one of them is t»f>0 strong. The 
only-eafite of imy rotiaideioble strength in which the females an? noticeably moi-e 
numcvons thnii the other sex is that of tlie Ling^yuts, tv he number §,702 and 
among whom tlieit? are l,U3§ females to every 1.000 males. The lowest jiro- 
porlionB arc found among the Tain castes rtf Bant and Fiile, the Jfalaptbm 
cimtes Kammalau, Kdlayiiii, Ntiynr, PiiuijTin and Tfyan, the Telngu Mangalas atid 
Sales, the Tamil Pallis, the Katikos. Kshatni’iis, Lambildig and Sonagarae and the 
Musalinau tribe of Naviiyats, in all of which there ai>e moi'e than twice as manv 
men as women. The total strength of some of these castes in the provinc#* is, 
however, small.

Tliis 
race has hIso been selected for s|)ecisl notice in Table IX ( Kdacution by castes) 
and Table XV*I (Oconpation i»y castes) which arc respectively discussed in tiic next 
chapter and in Clinjiter IX, OccupiiTioi]. The reasons for this selection wori* as 
follows ; It WUH decidwl to choose only tiose castes which were fairly common. 
In ISyi there were only five castes in the province which numbered over !0,t>0f) 
persona, muudy, Kodap or t'oorg, (ianda, Vakkaligii, Holejii nnd Yeriiva. Of 
these bvf only two,—K'odagu and Yeravn —are pinniUar to (’nnrg, the remaiiidep 
being castes which are found in much greater strength tiud in a more typical «?on- 
ditiou in the .Vladras Presidency, and which it would theraforc bt; misleading to 
oxamiiie in so small an urea as Coorg. It was thus only necessarv to consider the 
case of the KoHagua and Ycravas, Neither the civil condition, th** education nor 
the occupations of tho latter promised to exhibit any* striking points of difference 
from those of other castes of similar pnr(mii«! ani social standing, but the 
Kftdagus are a di^nctive race with a marked national spirit of their own and it w as 
iiccor<lingly considered desirable to collect particulars regarding their marriage 
customs, their literacy and their usual moans of livelihood.

aceiii’att* return of widowers. ’I’akiiig the statiatica as they stand j however, this 
subsidiary table shows tlmt oi^dl coudition iu I 'oorg exhibits the suiuu tlu'ue 
ohHi'ticteristies ns are usually found in all iTiillaii provinces, uunjely, alniost nniversal 
marriuge, marriage at eaiij' ages (especially among girls) ami a high pi’ioportion of 
willows to widowers. These aliuracteristics, nevertheless, are not nearly so inai'keil 
as in .Madras, for wherea-s in that Prt'Bidency only iir> per CAint. of the mulea und 5 
per cent, of the femnlee over 15 years of age are untnarried, in Coorg the eorre- 
sponding bgures are respectively dd and 11; anil though in Mudras as many as 
1 per CJ'id. of The Iwys awl 9 pej- ci‘Ui. of the girls nuder 15 are married, in Cfiorg 
the iigures art- loss than I per cent, and - ]ier cent., raspeetively ; further, in Madraa 
there are olhi widows to every I Ob widowers, while in ( ’oorg there are only 285. 
This last llgurc is quite u a usually low and must again be due to the f net that so 
many of the ^leople nre male immigrants who Jiave not brought their womenkind 
with them. 

SubBidiary tablu 4 shows, however, tluit few men over -10 years of age and 
fewer women over 20 remain unmarried, tluit many girls are uTanied heiweeu the 
ages of 15 and 20 aud many youths liefore they lire 25, aud that whereas 4,1 males 
in every 1,000 arti widowers, there are ou an overage 170 widows in the same 
numbtu' of the other sex. 

i^ubsidiary table 5 and the liguros for all raligiou.s iti subsidiitry table 0 exlublt 
the same facts in other slmpes. They show, for example, that only 10 in oveiy 
l,o00 imiuarried males and only 4 iu the same number of urimamed ieiiiales are 
over 40 yearsoM ; that 6 in every l,ti00 tnatrieil maU's and 25 in every 1,000married 
females are under 35 years of nge ; thsit 12 iu every 1,000 hoys, and 09 in the same 
number of the other sex between 10 and 15 aitr married ; that only ruak^s in 
every 1,000 over 40 years old are baoheloi's aud only tf in every !,000 Eemalos at 
the fliime pcrioil of life are old maids ; imrl tliat. while 104 males iit every 1,000 who 
are over 40 are widowers the nuiubur of widows lit the same immlH'r of fenndes of 
that age is as many ns 677, or more thun four times ns giieni. 

38, Tins subsidiary table 6 shows, however, tliat the three main religions do

Christians the com."fipoiiding proportions are respectively 385 jind 360. Among 
Musulmniis the figures arc -142 anil 43*.), Fcepectively, l>iit these high percentages 
are doubtless imrtJy due to the hicT tliai so large a number of the followers of this 
faith are ndnlt immigrants. That the Miisiilmans nr© addiotefl to n 2 arrying their 
girl.“! early m lib* is, however, eviilent from other Hgui'cs in this table, for while 
among Christians only 32 in every 1,000 girls between 10 ami 1.5 are married, imd 
among Elindus 1*5, the corresponding dgitre among Mitsulinans is as high as 130- 
They also marry off their hoys at tender ages, 15 in every 1,000 of tJiose between 
the ages of ID and 15 liaving entered upon matrimony against 12 in the cose of 
Hindus and 8 in that of Christians.

In both male and fetnalo eduesitiou Ooorg is in 
advance of the Madras Presidency as a whole, for of 1,000 males in the foi-mer 128 
are Hterato and of 1,000 feCDales 10, while in the latter thu figures are 110 and 0 
respectively. If the districts of Madras are taken separately, however, there are 
several which are superior to Coorg in this matter. 

43, Figni'oa for the three main religions are ^iven in snhaitiiary tables 2, 3 
. ^ . ... and -I-, and these show that, as in the Madras Preai-

noticeable. Among tJie members of that religion them 
am 384 literate females to every 1,000 hterate maTe.^, 
while among thu populntleu as a whole there arp only 
98. The edacation of the males of this religion does not, however, appear to be 
in a progressive condition, as the proportion of those who are between, the ages 
of 15 and 3b who can read and write is loss than the corresponding percentage 
among those who are aged 20 and over. Among females the opposite is the case.

Subsidiary table 5 gives the proportional figui'cs for this rui’e iwid shovvs that 
in every 1,000 persons belonging to it there are 162 who can read and write,“in 
every 1,000 males 284 and in every 1,000 females 37. In other words, theKodagus 
are considertibly more literate than tbe main. Imdy of either the Hindns or the 
ilusalnmns in iho province (see the figures in the margiP above), but do not 
approach the Cbriatians in this respect . 

45. For the first time in the history of the censuses of Coorg. j>articular.s 

were collected in 1901 of the vernaculars which the 
Ti* Twn*«iu»Ti wbjqii ticUtfliiia literate population could read and write. Only certain 

selected vernaculars are shown in the tables, those 
chosen being Tamil, Teiugu, Malaydlam, Citnarnse and (in the case of Table IX) 
Kodagu or Coorgi, the language which the Coorgs .speak. 

The figures for the total population and for the three main religiona are given 
in snbsiiliary tables 1 to 4. These show that among the populntion gouerally far 
more people can read and write Caunruso than any other vernacular, the number 
in every 1,000 males who know that language being 96 against 11 who know 
Malayfilam, fi who know Tamil and 9 who know other laugnages. Only one man 
in the wliole ymovince can read and write Telugu. 

In every 1,000 Hindu males, 104 can read and write Canareae, S Malaydlain, 
4 Tamil and one other iangiiages. 

In every 1,000 Musalman males, however, 96 know “other languages,’' which 
includes Ilindfist/mf, and 38 Malayillam (these latter are no doubt Mdppillos), whit© 
the number who know Cauarese falls to 19, 
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ClmatiaDS nre ruo^t literate in Cnnare.-^e,, then iu I'iiniil atul then Mala- 
ySlaia, 

'I'lle Coor^ who are liteiMte are practically nil of them literate in Cnnnrese 
(flee subsidiary table 5^), only 3 males retumini; Ihemaeh'es as being' best able to 
read and write Malayalnm and only one as knowing Kodagn. A oonstdemble- 
number of them have entei’ed themselves :t 3 knowing bow to read and write English 
bettor than any other laiigiiage. 

46. Literacy in English for the total popidaticn. the three mam religions and 
- If- » 1 . Coorgs is shown iu these siuuo five snbaitiiarv 

* tables. Of the people of tlie province generally, only 

9 in ©very 1,000 can rend aod write the language,-—of every 1,000 males 14, and of 
eveiy 1,000 females no more than 2. The corresnouding figures in the Jlailias 
Presidency are 5, 0 ami I, so that Coorg Is iu advauc.© (.'f that Presidency as a 
whole in knowludge of English jiiat fis it. is in liloracy generally. 

The nninber of males and females in every l,O0O of each of the main I'tdigious 

who can reail and write this language are given in the 
margin. Pliiidtis aiv superior to Musalmaus in this 
respect though they were behind them in edncatioti 
genera 11j. The Christiitns nr© far in advance of the 
other two religions, but this is partly because th© 
Europeans and Eurasians iucludeil under this head nr© of course mare literate 
in English than in any other language. 

Of those of the Coorgs who can I'ead and write, 11 per cent, f 12 mal©^ pci- 
cent, and 4 females per cent.) have returned themselves ns knowing English. 

47. 'I'he figures in tlw? margin show the progress 
which has been made In education in the itrurinee in 
the last twenty years. 

Literacy auionf> nudes is very little eoiiiiiioner 
than it was in 1881, but among females it has made a 
considerable advatieo, the percentage of the st‘x who 
can I'ead and write being neai-ly twicse what it was ton years ago. 

Knowledge of English iiai: also advanced rapidly, 
the percentage of <?aeh sex who can read nnd write 
it, as the figni-ei; in the tuurgin show, having doubled 
during the decade.

48. Tbe chaptei' oq In the Maili'aB fepcirt liiHctisse^ the vatious 

languages which are current in that FresidencTi and 
vernaculars of Coorg are, uHtb two escaptious, 
the same as those spoken in i^fadras, it is unnccesaary 
to go over the ground again. The two exceptions are Kodagu or Ooorgi, the 
language of the Coorgs, and Yorava, the dialect of the caste of that naioe- I’his 
Latter caste does not apparentlj occur outaide the [irovince* The former of these 
two languages is describeil hj Ur. CnldweH as standing about raidwiij l>etween 
old Canarese uud Tula and the latter is usually treated as a dialect of Ualajtilam. 

49- The subsidiary table below arranges the various languages which were 

returned in the schedules according to the faimlies and 
groups usually recognised by philologists and also shows 
the number in every 1,000 of the population who speak each of them. 

It will be seen that the language of the province is 0'<taore!‘r, in every 
1,000 of the people speaking it. Ifexb in popnlaritj comes which ia the 

vernacular of 217 in every l»Ch)t) of the population,* or of nearly one quarter of it. 
It is spoken by others besides the race of Coorgs themselves, as though only 
36,091 jJeopie returned themselves as Coorgs by race, 30^148 persons have put 
down kodagu as their parent tongue. One of t^e castes wliich use it is the A^ri 
caste of artisanEj. The number of persons who speak the language has increased 
10 per cent, during the decade, which b almost the same as the rate of growth of 
the fJoorg race. 

After Kodagu, comn Mtilaifdluihf Yemm and T(4f«, which are eacli of them 
spoken by between 7 and 8 per cent, of the population, Tulu and Mala^Tilam are 
tongues which belong to Malabar and South Cauara and the people who speak 
them must be immigrants from those districts, 

Yrmm is returned <%b spoken hy 13,175 persons against 2,687 in 1891, but 
this probably due to more careful enumeration thou to any real increase in the 
people who use the language. It is explained in the Madr^ report that precau.. 
tious were taken this year to omleavour to preveot thu enumerators from returning 
persons us using the language of the tract in which they were found instead of 
enquiring what vernaenbu' they actually employed in their own households. There 
are 11,586 persons in Table Xill who have returned Yerava as their caste, while 
the number of persons who speak the language ia 13,175, so that apparently a 
considerable proportion of the caste use other vernaculars. 

ffiniff$fdni is the vernacukr of some 4 per cent, of the people. No other 
language is entered by more than 3 per cent, of the population. SugUah is spoken 
by 454 persons, or 3 in every 1,000, and as t^ Europeans and Eurasians number 
523, some of them must speak other toiiguoa in their households.

Hit-liter, late Inspector of Schools iiiCoorg, 
and I have had no time to visit the cmmtiy to make further enf|iiiries about them, 
Hegiirdfug two of them, however, the Ay iris and the A ei"ivti£, I have been luvuished 
by "officers of the province with certain fie.sL particulars which are not mentioned by 
Mr. Richter anil I accordingly give these below. 

OO. Aj/n'i .—Tlic .Vyiris are the artisan caste of t'oorg and correspond to the 
. , . Kummiiliiif of Malabar and the Tamil diatricta. Like 

other rtrtisan castoa, they ure divided into groups 
according to the particular occupation which they follow'. Thus, there are the 
Tattaa (goldsmiths), the Kolias (blncksrniths) anrl the Tneeijayiris (carpenters). 
Their tradition is that, They came to Coorg from Malabar iluring the reign of 
Dodda Yirappa Wodiyar,biit they now speak theCoorg Inngitage in tlielr homes and 
follow many of the C'oorg customs, The caste has no recognised ht-adman but the 
usual patiefniyats decide caste matterB. These are generallj as.sisted in tlieir tleli- 
beiations by some of the Coorga. They can fiue up to 100 hauas (a liana is 3 annas 
4 pies) and can also excomiiumicate. Harriago is usually adult. Difference of 
employment is no bar to intermarriage, n car [water'a sou, for example, Iteing alioweil 
to marry a blncksmith’s or a .goldsmith’s daughter, but there is oim sectiou of the 
caste called tlie Kambala Ayirls, who ,'ire said to 1» sprung from gut-casted 
Tiiembers af the community, with which the othei’H will not marry. A man 
may claim his sister’s diiiightnr or sou as n match for hi.s son or duuglitcr. 
The marriage ceremony resemble^i that of the Coorgs, Ihtf binding portum of it 
consisting in the man taking the girl by the hand and loading her ii few steps, 
Widow's "nvav remarry :f they wait for six months alter their hxishand’s deatli. 
They generally marry their’ late husband’s brother and, as usual, the cere¬ 
monies ut tlie mariWe of a widow are fewer and simpler than those lil ihut of 
a luaid. Divorce is nllitwed on Etrong ground Is, such as the leprosy, insanity or 
mlulterv of the wife, and is effectcd by theliuabaml repudiating her in the presence 
(d relations and neighbonrs and returning to her the things she httniglil with her on 
her muriiBge. DivorcL^es may reman-y. The Ayii-is follow the ordinary Hindu rules 
of .succession, niid not the Mnrutnakkattuy'am law', riic caste Goes not employ 
Hriihmnns us juiests. its people performing their own ceremonies, and docs not wear 
the sacr^i tluead. Tim dead are either burnt or buried am] ceremonies are [>er- 
formed on the twelfth day after <ieatli, but tmnuol srsitldluis are not observed. The 
Ay iris cat mutton, game and pork, but not beef, and they drink alcohol.
